Letter from Dr. Arnold. 


HELL GATE, W. T., Feb. 11, 1861. 
, 


PKIEKD JACKSON:—I arrived here on the; 
7th of November last, and have not been; 
ble to comraunicate to. you before this; 
iresent time. We;have had only, one ex- 
iress from Fort Walla1 Walla, W. T., in six: 
months, and that came in on the 1st inst., 
,ud returns on the the 15th. 


I am located on the western slope of the 


Jocky Mountains, in the country occupied 
}y the Fiathead Indians, on the line of 
lieut. Mtillen's wagon road from Fort Ben-; 
on to Fort Walla Walla, and at the . juac-; 
ion of two streams called respectively Hell 
Gate and Bitterroot, tributaries of the C6-; 
umbia, and also near the crossing .of lati- 
ude 47 and longitude 112. 


This county :has just been organized, 
id the county seat located" at' this place.; 
lese Indians have been treated with and 


have two reservations—one thirty miles, 
iouth,-and one seventeen miles north.— 
There is an agency and' mission establish- 
ed here, and many of them are trying to 
arm in a small and primitive, way. They 
are very friendly, and boast of never hav- 
ng shed the blood of a white man. 


This is a fine country for raising stock, 


and many of the Indians have large droves 
of horses and cattle that require no care 
summer or winter. The horses are small 
and finely built, possess great endurance, 
md can be obtained- for from fifteen to 
hirty dollars per head.' Cattle are much 
ligher; working oxen are worth from one 
to two hundred dollars per yoke, and beef 
ron twelve to fifteen dollars per hundred, 
and of the finest quality I ever saw. 


There has been about seven or eight in 


:hes of snow here from the loth of Decem- 
ber to the present time, but from present 
ndications will soon be gone. 
They raise 


wheat, oats, barley, corn, and most of the 
vegetables that are raised in any of the 
northern states, and it is a very healtby 
country. There has not been a case o: 
sickness, to my knowledge, in the valley 
since I came here, a:;d there are about one 
inndred white men and two white women 
lere at this time. 


The scenery of this mountain country is 


far beyond my power to describe 


There has been gold found iu many pla- 


ces, but whether iu sufficient quantity to 
pay for working, is yet to be tested, 
Man) 


are preparing to prospect as soon as spring 
opens, and by next fall will know whethei 
this is a rich gold country or not. Bu 
whether there is gold or not, this country is 
bound to be settled with white people verj 
soon, on account of its healthy climate and 
adaptation to stock raising of all descrip 
tions, and no doubt will some day be the 
greatest wool growing country in the Uni 
ted States. 


This should also be the direct route fo 


emigration to this territory, as it is mud 
nearer than the old Snake river road. Al 
though there has never been a train througl 
direct from the states to this point, yet 
am told by the oldest and best guide in th 
mountains, that he can bring a londed trai 
from Fort Laramie to this valley by way of 
the Deer Lodge Pass without the least dif- 
ficulty; and I have no doubt of.its truth, 
for I was one of a party that came over 
this pass with eight loaded wagons last full, 
averging from twenty-five to sixty hundred 
to the wagon. Our train was from Salt 
Lake by way of Snake river to the head 
waters of the Columbia in Deer Lodge val- 


ley, where we came into Mullen's road from 
Fort Benton, about one hundred miles east 
of this point. 


The country from the head waters of the 


Missouri to Fort Laroraie, I am not able to 
speak of from personal observation ; but I 
bave no doubt that I am correctly informed 
by this old mountain man, who has been 
continually'hunting and trapping from Mex- 
ico to the British line, for forty-two years. 
He says that the route from Fort Laramie 
over the Black Hills to the head waters of 
the Tongue river, thence along the base of 
the Rocky Mountains, crossing tire head- 
waters of the Big Horn, Yellow Stone and 
Missouri to the Deer Lod^e Pass, is decid- 
edly the most feasible and direct route to 
Oregon and Washington Territory,'J there 
being plenty of wood, water and gra'sa, 
which is not the case on the old Snake Biv- 
er road. It is estimated to be from three 
to four hundred miles nearer ; and by the 
time that emigrants could get to this point, 
Lnnt Mullan's wagon road from Walla-wal- 
la will be finished, a distance of three hun- 
dred and fifty miles ; and lam told by men 
who have traveled over the road several 
times, that' the month of October is the 
best time to go from this place to Walla- 
walla. Should emigrants start .too late to 
make the whole distance in one. season 
they will find a splendid wintering place in 
Deer Lodge valley, from fifty to seventy- 
five miles west from Deer Lodge pass, 
where there is to be a. military post estab- 
lished this coming summer, for the protec- 
of emigrants and citizens. Large droves 
of horses and cattle have been wintered there 
for several winters past, without a farthing's 
expense to their owners, after driving them 
on to the ground. 
They are generally 


brought from the California emigrant road, 
and from Salt Lake valley,; by men who 
trade with emigrants in the summer; anc 
the Indians in the winter. 
Emigrants 


should not attempt to travel eithei of thoso 


rain.that they happen to meet. Last fall 
ley attacked^ a:train and murdered a num- 
eir of them, robbed the balance of every- 
hirig, and. left them to travel on foot with- 
ut shelter, food or clothing. Several of 
iem; starved to death, and the remainder 
f them, when in the last stages of starva- 
lon, were rescued by the troops sent out 
rom Col. Wright's command at Walla-wal-

Only large parties well .armed can go 


hrough without an escort of troops to pro- 
sct them. Should emigrants determine to 
;o this new route of which I have spoken, 
hey will need a guide "and an escort of 
,roops from Fort Laramie to Deer Lodge- 
ralley, to protect them from the Crow Indi- 
ans ; and from what information I can get 
n relation to these routes, I should recora-. 
mend the new one by all means. 


These mountain streams abound in fish 


of the Buest quality. I have seeu plenty of 
speckled trout eighteen inches long ; and I 
can assure you that they are superior to 
,ny fresh fish I bave ever eaten. The game 
of these valleys is elk, deer, antelope and 
mountain sheep, which is decidedly the best 
wild meat I have ever eateu.

The Impudence of the Secessionists 


-President Jeff Davis in. his message to 


Bis confederate traitors says that Mr. Lin 
cola has declared .war upon them. Tha 
was at Sumter, we suppose, when a Unitec 
States fort was bombarded by the troops o 
the confederates. 
This innocent chief o 


robbers has no recollection of money, 
ships, arms, arsenals and forts stolen by 
citizens of the seceding^ states, before the 
United States government adopted any 
measures of resistance to their usurpations; 
and when it does, at last, after too long for- 
bearance, attempt to protect itself from ag- 
gressions, by so doins it invades Davia's 
dominions! The cool impudence of these 
secessionists is refreshing to persons fond 
of novelties._ 


The Design of the Rebels. 


The secession army .is at Richmond, con 


sisting of at least 10,000 men. 
According 


to the most reliable accounts, it was the in 
tention of the confederate leaders to attack 
Washington four days ago, but their troops 
had not arrived from the south, and they 
Lave, been losing precious time. 
Since 


then Washington has received a large num- 
ber of troops, and is now considered 
safe 


against any nnmber likely to be brought 
against it. In the mean time, Gov. Letch 
er has asserted that no troops shall pass 
over Virginia to attack Washington. 
This 


is considered a ruse to calm the fears of the 
north, aud induce a relaxation ia the efforts 
to send troops for the protection of the cap- 
ital. Notwithstanding Letcher's pretended 
desire to save Washington, it is known that 
he is secretly calling for more men to attack 
the capital. 
This is the treachery which 


the government has met at every step from 
the neutrals of the border States. Their 
cry has been peace, conciliation, compro- 
mise, while they were actually preparing 
for an aggressive war. It has had its effect 
in delaying the prompt preparation on the 
part of the government necessary for the 
emergency; but, thanks to the quick and 
patriotic apprehension of the impending 
danger by the people, the traitors have 
been foiled ; and if they do not attack 
Washington this week, they are virtually 
defeated.

•The Blockade of Southern Forts. 


The dissatisfaction of the minister from 


Brazil, and some of the other members of 
the diplomatic corps at Washington, in re- 
lation to the blockade of the southern ports, 
is an indication of enmity towards our gov- 
ernment. No friendly nation would at this 
time make the frivolous complaint that 
proper notice had not been given of the 
blockade. Brazil is the only other slave- 
holding country on the continent, and nat- 
urally favors the Congo government of the 
south. We do not believe there is any 
treaty in relation to the blockade of our 
own ports. We could legally abolish every 
port of entry in the south, and no nation 
would have a right to complain, or we may 
blockade that which is our own whenever we 
please. The treaty stipulations undoubted- 
ly refer to the blockade of foreign ports by 
our navy.

SPUBNED ur HIS WIPE.—It will be remem- 
bered that Lieut. Abner Smead, of the 1st 
Artillery, was sent, a few. weeks since,'by 
Lieut. Slemmer, to Washington, to apprize 
jibe government of the absolute necessity 
ijif. supplies and 
reinforcements at Fori 


Pickens. 
Forgetful of all obligations of 


honor and duty, Lieut. Smead took Mont- 
gomery in his way northward, and having 
submitted his dispatches to the perusal ol 
the rebel1 authorities, proceeded to Wash- 
ington, whither the news of his treason hav- 
ing anticipated him, he was not shot, as he 
deserve'd to be, but simply struck from the 
roll of the army. 
The wife and ''children-of 


Lieut. Smead, >vith; the families of several 
officers on duty in the south, were st Fort 
Monroe; The Lieut, hastened from Wash- 
ington to obtain his family, and remove 
them southward, but his movements were 
not so rapid but that his crime had been re- 
ported before him. When, therefore, he 
presented himself at the fort, he was refus- 
ed admission, the officer on duty declining 
•'to admit a traitor " within a federal post; 
the only favor conceded, being that he might 
have an interview with Mrs. Smead outside 
the walls. That interview, the unhappy 
miscreant is not likely to forget.- Attended 
by a few female friends, one of whom fur- 
uishedUhe account which we give of the 
scene, the lady met her husband, and in 
terms bf scorching eloquence, reproached 
him with his shame. 


"Go-home with you.!" /she exclaimeS, 
" Never 1 Our pathsjin this world are here- 
after separate. I disown you. A coward 
and traitor, you are no husband of mine.— 
Henceforth; you are to me as if dead. As 
long as I live I shall wear mourning, and 
be as a widow.; and rest assured I shall ed- 
ucate onr children to execrate and despise 
your memory as that of a recreant and trai- 
tor."

Turning with these words, the noble and 


patriotic woman re-entered the fort, end 
gave way to her very natural feelings. We 
may add that Mrs. Smead is like her dis- 
carded liusband, a native of Georgia, and 
that \vhile the latter went southward to ob- 
tain the reward of his treason, the former, 
with her children, has come north, passing 
through this city on Tuesday, aud is now in 
ilorristbwn, New Jersey. 


It is an illustration of the temper of the 


men now ruling.'Baltimore, that they seized 
upon the baggage of the party of unpro- 
tected wives of'officers, with which Mrs. 
Smead and our informant traveled ; aud 
but for the interference of an officer of 
FortMcHenry, would have detained their 
persons. .A greater part, of the luggage of 
the party, with many articles of value, was 
taken away violently, and, of course, will 
never be recovered.—Neio York Times.

Friday morning, .from Charleston, -which 
city she left on Thursday, states that the 
most terrible.condition of affairs existed in 
that city when she left there.. About .two 
hundred left for the north in the same train 
with herself, and the inhabitants were pre- 
paring to leav.e as rapidly as possible. An 
insurrection had broken out among the ne- 
groes.upon the various" plantations in the 
interior, and they were burning the houses 
and committing other depredations. 
She 


resided about three miles from Charleston, 
and her husband is absent from home in 
the secession army. He'is the owner of a 
cotton plantation and some two hundred 
slaves. Her father is a captain in the Uni- 
ted States army, and is for the Union. 
She 


pictures the state of things there as being 
dreadful in'the extreme." 


The Bvansville Journal confirms, not 


this particular iact, but tbe general fact of 
alarm and threatened rebellion among the 
slaves, in the following statement: 


"We are-informed by a person just fiom 


the south, that a negro insurrection was dis- 
covered in San Atobia, northern Mississip- 
pi, on Sunday, April 14th.

was Hung, and on the scaffold told his ex- 
ecutioners that "they: thought the niggers 
didn't know what was going on, but they 
all did,.and that his death would be reveng- 
ed."

Wav- 
ing the banner and flourishing his sabre, he 
knelt on one knee. All present kuelt with 
him aud repeated the oath which he put to 
them to. support the flag, and never to flinch 
from its path through blood or death. 
He 


said he would lead ihern to Baltimore, and 
they would march through it or die ; at 
which they all rose with a tremendous yell, 
flung up their bats and brandished their 
glittering knives amidst prolonged arid fran- 
tic cheers. Ho then denounced death to 
the Baltimore traitor secessionists and Plug 
Uglies, and said they would leave a monu- 
ment of their bones amid the streets of Bal- 
timore. Amid the yell of " Death to the 
Plug Uglies," he illustrated with his sword 
how they should hew their way, and said 
though he should be the first man slain, he 
had but one thing to ask, which was that 
each of his followers slionld secure his man 
and avenge his blood.
